A DESCKIPTION of the City of ANTWERP. 


Ntwervy is a Bithop’s See, under the Archbifhop of 
Malines. The Derivation fome give of its Name is 
fabulous. This City was torine:ly one of the richeft and 
inoit beautiful of the whole World, feated in a {pacious 
Plain upon the right Side of the Scheld, where the River 
divides the Dutciy of Bravant from the County of I lan- 
ders. it was enlarged vy John I. John III. and Charics Vv. 
The Figure of it is like a Crefcent, and it is faid to con- 
tain 212 Streets, with 22 publick Piazzas.“ It lies in a 
luw fenny. Ground, the Scheld being 20 Feet deep there, 
aid rifing 12 Feet more at high Water. Antwerp is a- 
bout 7 Miles in Circumference, and furrounded witha 
beautiful Wall, no lefs than 100 Feet broad, having Pa- 
ftions faced with Stone. Here are 13 noble Gates, 8 of 
which land to the Water, and have their feveral Keys 
neat them, 

The Hoyfes are all neat and fafhionable, and many,of 
them Magnificent: ‘In a Word, all the Structures both 
facred and profane are admirable. Qtur Lady’s Church, 
the Cathedral, is a Piece of incomparable Workmanhhip: 
It is about soo Feet long, 240 broad, and 340 high; con- 
tains 66. Chapels, embeltifhed with Marble Pillars, all 
different in Shape, and adorued with curious Pictures, as

well as the Bady of the Church: The Town is,one of 
the higheft and faireft in Europe, built of white Stone, 
wherein are 33 large Bells: The three chief Doors are 
cafed with Marbleand gilt with Gold. This fine Church 
was almoft burnt down to the Ground in the Year 133, 
and after that pillaged during the Civil Wars for Religion. 
It was ere&ted into a Cathedral by Paul IV. inthe Year 
1539. There are four other Parifh Churches, viz. St. 
George, St. James, St. Andrew, and St. Malburge; be- 
fides 2s Colleges, Nunneries and Religious Hobfes, 
among which the Jefuits Church is very magnificent.: Ut 
is paved.with Marble on the two lower Sides one above 
another, which are/fupported by 56. Marble Columns : 
The four Roofs are hung with 38 large Fi€tures of Ru- 
bens, in Gold Frames, and the Walls: pierced. with 4o 
crofs Windows lin’d with Marble: Thechief Altar is all 
ot Marble, Jafper, Porphiry and Gold. The Jefuits 
Treafure was long ago valued at two Millions. The 
Town-Houfe confilis of, four Apartments ; and the 
Eaflerling-Houte, the Exchange, and the Galleries that 
furround it, deferve to befeen. TheCjtadel, oneof the 
ftrongeft and molt regular, is of an exact Pentagon Fi- 
gure, and ftands on the South-lide of the City, upon the 
Banks of the Scheld, commanding the City, the River, 
and the neighbouring Country. ‘The building of this Ci- 
tadel in 1567, by the Duke of Alva, purfuant to Philip 
the Second’s Order, was the firit' Check to the Trade a 
Greatnefs of this Port, which before was free. The Ci- 
tadel is about'a Mile in Compafs, at fome Dittance from 
the City, and contains large Repofitories for Ammuniti * 
ons and Provifions, wicii Quarters for above 3000 Sol- 
diers. it inclofes two little Hills, that give a Profpe@ 
all over the Country. “Fhe City lies 18. Leagues from 
the main Sea. The Harbour’ is very lovely, and moft 
convenient; there being uo lefs than etghtChanneleone
